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BOOKMARK 

Field of the invention. 

This invention relates to a bookmark for use principally in iridicating a place in a book. 
The word "book 1 ' is to be construed broadly as including mac 
of papers, cards etc. 
5 Prior Art 

Conventional bookmarks can be strips of paper, sometimes heavy paper and 
sometimes bearing a message of some sort. Alternatively they can be of flexible 
leather or cloth or plastics material- 
Whatever material they are constructed from, known bookfnarks merely indicate that 
10 the reader's place in a book is selected from some place on either page. It would be 

desirable if the bookmark indicated the relevant page arjd the relevant line or line 
number. 

A number of bookmarks have attempted to incorporate line 
Pat.No. 727,572 Bauer discloses a bookmark having a substantially T-shaped body 
15 which incorporates a hook-like head to engage a page. The T-shaped body is attached 
to a stem upon which a shield is mounted. The upper straight side of the shield is used 
to mark the line desired. 

U.S. Pat.No. 2,630,777 Johnson discloses a bookmark ha 

therein. A tab is provided adjacent one end of the bookmajrk to engage a page of a 
20 book. 

A horizontally slitted indicator piece is provided which ehgages the two slits. The 
indicator piece can be used to point to a particular word or 
U.S. Pat.No. 3,137,268 Sager discloses a relatively comp 
head portion having a base portion connected to a guide strip.

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DESCRIPTION OF THE PREFERRED EMBODIMENT 

In Fig. 1 . a generally rectangular bookmark 10 is shown 
punched out of the general body of the bookmark 10. 
An indicator 12 is shown encircling the bookmark 1 0 and 
same material as the remainder of bookmark 10.

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CLAIMS 

1. A bookmark for use with a book, said bookmark comprising : 
a thin, flat, rectangular body having two long and two 
an indicator or indicators each comprising a thin, flat 
with the rectangular body wherein the indicator or inci 

movable up and down the rectangular body to direct tjhe attention of a reader to 
a particular point or points in a text; and 

a thin, flat, rectangular tab formed by two parallel cuts and a lower cut 
- dispiaceable out of the rectangular body in such a region that the bookmark 
may be restrained by hooking it over the top of a pa<je, 
wherein the or each indicator is formed by cutting or pi nching blanks from sheets 
of material, each blank having two, parallel cuts of such a length that the 
rectangular body may be interlaced with the indicator 
each of the two parallel cuts curve inwardiy for a shoit distance near their ends 
thus forming bearing surfaces upon which the long edcies of the rectangular body 
impinge. 

2. A bookmark as claimed in claim 1, wherein the parallel cuts forming 
the two sides of the tab also curve inwardly so that ihf 
on the page selected.
